A negro had rather strike a minor note
than to rub the waistband of his pints
against a well filled table and cat.

I have spent man- - a pleasant hour lis-
tening to the quaint tongs of an old d

negro on my grandfather's farm,
as ho would rasp the screeching chords in
accompaniment on his banjo. When he
would sing he would get a humming start
with the chords, and begin with a long
drawn out note, rear wa back, pat his
feet, and shake his old graj- - head. He
enjojed singing and I enjojed listening.
I would take him little pieces of coloredpaper and all the colored gliss I could
nnel to get him to sing for me, and torepeat the far-fam- verse of alliteration:

A DUTCH CHEESEMARKET.

Where Ten Million Pounds Are Sold
Year Clieeneii Look Like

Cannon nnlln.
From the Philadelphia Record.

In North Holland, sajs tho Golden
Pennj-- , one of the most important Indus-
tries is the manufacture of cheese, and
a quaint sight maj-- be seen weeklj" at
some of its towns where the cheese are
brought in from the little coantrj-- farms
and sold in the open market. At the
maikets of Hoorn and Alkmaar there Is
an extensive cheese trade, especiallj- - at
the latter, where as many as from 10,01V-0-

to lOOO.OC") pounds of cheese are sold
auuuall.

The market square, at Alkmaar Is bor-
dered 011 two sides bj- - houses, the irregu-
larity of which is characteristic of manj-o- f

the olel Dutch towns. At one end of
the square is the weigh house, a hand-
some building, which has four large pairs of
scales on which the cheeses are weighed
in the old fashioncel stjle against
heavy iron weights.

The cheeses, which look like bright yell-
ow- cannon balls, are brought Into Alk-
maar in quaint old t.ashioneel carts, and
are put in heaps of about 1"0 each all ov er
the market place, covereel over with while
cloths to protect them from the sun.

As tho dealers arrive from the surrounel-in- g

towns a busj- - scene ensues, anel the
square' alive with noise uml hustle.
The would-b- e purchaser turns over a cor-
ner of the cloths, and the barg iln com-
mences. After carefully examining the
iheeso a disciiion follows, which, if

is terminated bv-- their striking
nanus over the bargain.

A number of porters dressed in quaint
white clothes and brightly colored straw-hat- s

wait In readiness to carrj-- the cheeses
to bo weighed. These men woric in pi:rs.
and after pulling them on to a kind or
hand barrow- - thej- - c.irrv- - them slung from
the ground, the weight of their burden
giving them a curious, shuming gait.

After this the cheeses, aro rcadj to be
sent awav In the manj- - boats or cartswaiting for them.
